ALBERTA CENTRAL RAILWAY 


It will, however, be in connec- 
tion with the Alberta Central that 
railway conetruction will take 
place here in the immediate 
future. A great many reports 
are in circulation in regard to the 
operations of that company, many 
of which are without foundation, 
but enough information has been 
verified to guarantee the state- 
ment that construction work will 
be commenced: in a very few| 
weeks, it may be in a few days. 
Tho charter calls for- the~.com- 
mencement of work before Aug-|- 
ust Ist next, and no extension of |” 
time has been granted. The final 
location of the proposed line has 
been made westward to Rocky 
Mountain House, 63 miles, and 
eastward to the crussing of’ the 
Red Deer River, about 15 miles 
north-east .of Carbon, and a 
party of’surveyors are operating 
east of that river. 

The head offices of the engin- |. 
eering staff are at Red Deer and 
preparations are being made -for 
letting contracts and commencing 
onstruction work. It is no secret 
that at least two of the transcon- 
tinental lines have endeavored to 
obtain control of the charter for 
this road, which carries the usual 
Dominion government cash sub- 
sidy, but I was informed by an 
officer of the company that it is 
largely English capital that is 
behind the project. 
may, the project, which for so 
many years has ‘‘hung fire, is at 
last. assuming a more tangible 
appearance, and gives every 
evidence of becoming an accom- 
plished fact in the near future. 


ROUTE OF THE ROAD. 

The charter of the Alberta 
Central railway is for a road from 
Moose Jaw to Yellow Head pass, 
a distance of 655 miles. From 
Moose Jaw to Red Deer is 420 
miles and from Red Deer to the 
pass is 235 miles. A glance at the 
map will show that a line, almost 
straight, drawn between the two 
terminal points, would pass i 


through Red Deer. The station 
and yards of the new railway have 
been located on the south east 
side of the town, about three 
quarters of a mile from the ,post 
office and a quarter of a mile 
from the town limita. The 
engineering difficulties prevent- 
ed entrance direct into the centre 
of the town, but connection will 
be made with the C. & E. by 
means of a ‘Y’, 

Threugh the courtesy: of Mr.| 
Carlyle Moore, who represents 
the company in Red Deer, I was 
shown the plans of the yards and 
also visited the site, which- is an 
almost idea] one for railway pur- 
poses and is easy of access 
from every direction. The plans 
for yardage of the Alberta Cen- 
tral at Red Deer embrace an area 


of about 250 acres and are laid

‘A profound impression was evidently 
‘made, and Bible study surely receiv- 
.ed a considerable impetus. Many 
‘inclined to scoff at religion and the 


Bible, as interpreted in the past, eaid . 


‘reverently, “If this be the ‘Gospel cf 
Christ,’ -it is worthy of all acceptu- 
tion.” The speaker said< 

We, dear friends, are living in a 
day in which the leading minds of 
the world are rejecting the Bible and 
its message in all the great’ colleges 
of the world; yea, in the theological 
seminaries also, the Bible ia classed 
as antique. Profeased faith in the 
Bible, as the inspired Word of God, 
to-day calls forth. sneers of ridicule 
and the comment that such believers 
are “unlearned.” But, my hearers, 
I am before, you to-day to contend 
that it is not the “Gospel of Christ” 
that is being rejected by the intelli- 
gence of the world, but another Gos- 
pel that came, not'from Christ, neith- 
er from the Apostles, neither is it 
taught in the Bible. I am here to 
claim, and to endeavor to prove thut 
the Bible is eminently logical, thor- 
oughly reasonuble, and that the mes- 
sage it bears to those who have “ears 
to hear,” is the most wonderful mes- 
eage that could possibly be presented 
to human heads and- hearts. 

We are not here to claim a.new 
revelation, making void the Word cf 
God through Jesus and the Apostlea; 
we are not here to twist and turn 
their words: to make them appear to 
mean what they do not say. We are 
here to show that the Bible taken 
in its simplicity, and allowed to in- 
‘terpret itself, is the most wonderful 
book in the world, and that the Di- 
vine Plan of Salvation therein set 
forth is soul-satisfying and, as the 
Scriptures declare, sufficient, “that 
the man of God may be thoroughly 
furnished unto every good word and 
work.” 

We are not here, my friends, to set 
forth any sectarian views of the Scrip- 
tures, nor to advocate a new theology. 
By no means; we have already too 
many theologies; we have already tou 
many sects, or divisions of Christ! We 
want no more! Christendom is awak- 
ening to the fact’ that the various 
conflicting creeds cast discredit on 
the Bible. The creeds of Christendom 
universally discredit each other by 
their interpretations, and universally 
they discredit the Bible, which would 
be surely a most ridiculous book, if 
it- taught all the various conflicting 
dogmas. 

However, I. should not be misunder- 
stood as making an attack upon any 
creed, or upon the adherents of any 
creed. Rather, I suggest that ve may 
well look with sympathy upon all the 
various creeds and sects, realizing 
that God’s people have been in Baby- 
cen- 
turies. Did not the Apostle tell that 
a great falling away would come? 
(IT. Thessalonians ii, 3.) Should we 
then be surprised if we find his words 
have come true, that for fifteen hun- 
dred years the Church of Christ has 
been deeply entangled with errors 
and superstitions, which make void 
the Gospel of Christ? Let us not then 
stop to find fault with our forefathers, 
and to upbraid them; let us rather, 
80 far us possible, assume their hon- 
esty, their sincerity. Let us take the 
Bible standpoint, and realize that the 
difficulty has been the power of our 
Adversary, the Devil, and that he has 
deluded and ensnared, not only the 
heathen world, but to a considerable 
extent Christendom. * 
, Mark St. Paul’s words, “The god 
of this world hath blinded the minds 
of them which believe not, lest the 
glorious light of Divine goodness 
should shine into their hearts” (IT. 
Corinthians iv, 4). The intimation iz 
that our great Adversary, Satan, is 
interested in deceiving mankind, re- 
specting the glorious character of our 

, and his wonderful Plan of S8al- 
vation through Christ. Satan uses as 
this tools the very best of humanit 
hat he can bring under his control, 
and nothing is more evident than thut 
he has completely deluded the heath- 
jen world with what the Apostle terms, 
“doctrines of devils.’ Not only so, 
but to the extent that he was able 
to do so, he has evidently worked 
‘mischief with the various reforma- 
tions and creeds of Christendom. 
Thank God that he did not gain en- 
‘tire control of any of these! Thank 
God that there is a centre or nucleus 
of truth in each of these creeds, and 
(around that kernel of truth, germin- 
‘ating power may be felt in every de- 
Nomination, but the Adversary ,has 
wrapped these creeds with layer after 
layer of mistranslation and misinter. 
(pretation. 

j In the light of our day, many are 
able to discern more clearly than did 
four forefathers, the monstrous and 
God-dishonoring fallacies of the 
creeds, and, aroused to disgust, they 
nore rejected the irrational dogmas; 
‘but they have frequently rejected also 
ithe central truth, which that dogma, 
o s certain degree, misrepresented. 
iThua we are in the day of the rejec- 
{tion of the creeds by the people of 
‘all denominations, Catholic and Pro. 
‘ttestant, and equally we are in the 
day of Bible rejection, because it is 
assumed that the Bible, having been 
studied by the formulators of these 
creeds, must be in accord with these, 
land hence, must be responsible for 
he unreasonable teachings, and must 
e rejected when these are rejected. 

Some of us ran avay with the ‘oc. 
rine of “election,” thinking it the 
whole Gospel of Christ; whereas, our 
fragment was incomplete, unszatis.ac- 
tory, and misrepi-..ated the G-. rel, 
when taken alone. Others grasp2d the 
doctrine of “free grace,” ard ran 
away with that, claimiing that it was 
the entire Gospel—ignoring the Scrip- 
tures which referred: to ‘“‘electi. .,” 
ete. These made a. similar mistake, 
and similarly misrepresented the Gos. 
pel of Christ in its wholeness, its 
solidarity. Others grasped those 
Scriptures which assure us of a uni- 
versal opportunity for salvation, and 
interpreted them to mean that all 
mankind will attain eternal salvation, 
regardless of their wills a..d co-opera- 
tion, Oth:rs found difficulty in ‘har.

Men and women do not find it diffi- 
cult to believe in a wise, * st, loviag 
and powerful Creator; just such a 
God our hearts and heads tell us we 
should expect; just such a God ra. 
tional people find no difficulty in wor- 
shipping. Indeed, while some of us 
in the past may have believed in the 
“total depravity’ of the race, may 
we not realize that notwithstanding 
the fall, there is still ia the human 
mind and heart something which bas 
“longings infinite,” something which 
cries out for the living God, and 
which commands our reverence and 
worship, in proportion as he is re- 
cognized ? 
Spiritually we gagged at the sug- 
| gestion that a God of all wisdom. 
ove, justice and power ever created 
our race with the foreknowledge and 
foreordination that practically all of 
these thousands of millions must suf- 
fer either purgatorial torture for sev- 
eral centuries, as our Catholic friends 
present the matter, or at the still 
more irrational theory of us Protes- 
tants that eternal torture is to be the 
fate of all except the elect few, the 
saints, who now ioliow in the foot- 
steps of Jesus—a cours contrary to 
the world and all the tendencies of 
life around _ us.

A VENERABLE STATESMAN. 


Hon. Sir John Carling Is Now a Very 
Frail Old Man. 


The i12on. Sir John Carling, K:C; 
MG., who is reported to be in very 
weak condition at his home in Lon 
don, has never rallied from the shock 


years ago, of Lady Carling. p to 
the time of Lady Carling’s death Sir, 
John retained a. well preserved and 
robust appearance and showed no di- 
minution which we:e so conspicuous 
in him during his long Ministerial ca- 
reer at Ottawa. Lady Carling’s death 
had simply a crushing effect upon the 
gentel knight, and he has dwindled 

own to but a shadow of his former 
self in physique and intellect. A few 
days ago before the Easter recess he 
went down from London to Ottawa to 
take his seat in the Senate and had 
to be helped to his place’ before the 
Speaker took the chair. He recognized 
his older friends with something hke 
the smile of old days; but he was 
clearly beyond taking any. interest in 
_the proceedings. It is related-that Sir. 
John Macdonald once described Sir 
John Carling as being ‘“‘the kindest 
man and best fellow” he had ever 
known, in his Cabinet or out of it, 

Sir John Carling was born near 
London, Ont, in January, 1828, his 
parents being natives of Yorkshire, 
England. He sat in the old ! egicla- 
ture of United Canada, from 1857 to 
1867, and in 1862 was appointed Re- 
ceiver-General in the Cartier-Macdon- 
ald Government. -As during the:time 
the legislation preliminary to Con- 
federation was lunder discussion in 
the old Legislature he was an active | 
and influential member of that body.. 
Sir John can be said to be one of the | 
founders of Confederation. At Con- | 
federation he had the honor of being 
elected to the House of Commons, 
and also to the Ontario Legislature. 
He served as Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Public Works in the Sand- 
field Macdonald (Ontario) Govern- 
ment, from 1867 to 1871, and entered 
Sir John A. Macdonald’s (Dominion) 
Government as_ Postmaster-General, 
May 23, 1882. He became Minister of | 
Agriculture in 1885, and retained the— 
portfolio until the dissolution of Sir | 
John Abbott’s Ministry, in 1892. The | 
same year he was offered the appoint- 
ment of Lieutenant-Governor of On- 
tario, but he declined. 


Father of the Game Laws. 

Periodically the game laws of On- 
tario and other provinces come under | 
discussion and there is no doubt that | 
many imagine the movement to be a 
modern one. The Quebec Telegraph, 
however, has of late.been engaged in 
publishing commentaries based on the 
daily news of fifty years ago and states 
that the Hon. Col. Prince, a member 
of the old Parliament of Canada 
which used to meet alternately at To- | 
ronto and Quebec was the father of | 
the game laws. In 1860 he made a, 
speech in support of legislation which 
he had already in past years been in- 
sstrumental in placing upon the sta- 
tute books and calling for a further 
shortening of the season during which 
game might be killed. He made a/| 
very urgent appeal to Canadians to 
pay more attention to this most im- 
portant asset of the country, enlarging | 
upon its value and its attractiveness 
to visitors, and claiming that it was 
the sport afforded by Canadian game 
that first induced him ‘to take up his 
residence in this country. He in- 
stanced the butcher-like manner in 
which a number of men, instead of 
stalking moose, would engage Indians 
to xssist them in. rounding the animals 
up and then shooting them down like 
oxen. He spoke of the system, as a 
shameful slaughter, almost as wicked 
as the slaughter of the buffalo in the | 
West, which he rightly foretold would 
| result in the complete annihilation of | 

the animals. | 


i 2 Homage to Titles. _ 

This is what Lady Laurier, wife of | 
the Premier of Canada, said to an in- 
terviewer recently in Denver: 

“TI haven’t observed anything demo- | 
cratic in the ideals of America in the | 
many years I have been on this side. 
I don’t say it isn’t mixed enongh, ; 
but Americans display a far greater | 
eagerness and awe for royal preroga- ; 
tives than do Euroneans. Titles are 
of far greater value over here than 
where people are used to them. Am- | 
ericans give unqualified homage to 
royalty, while in European countries: 
their value is not disproportionate to 
their station.’ | 

“What is the 
When you are successful the first thing 
you buy is a title. There is a very 
great market for them here. The ti- 
tled Europeans need the money—re-.; 
quire it, in fact—but the Americans 
have no use for titles. They have not: 
been very successful in possessing 
them, if we may believe what we hear 
of international marriages. 

“1 do not believe in such marriages. 
I think Americans should marry at 
home and Euroneans do likewise. To 
the European a title stands for breed- 
ing, culture, station. To an American 
it cannot mean this, since it is 
bought.” . |

THE SITUATION AT 
' EDMONTON 


There now appear to be threc 
parties instead of two at thc 
capital, The Sifton, or machine 
party, manipulated from Ottawa, 
the Rutherford Liberal party, 
that has, after all, never bcen 
defeated by a vote in the House, 
and the Cushing insurgents and 
the Conservatives who stand for 
pure government by the people. 

On Wednesday the Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor accepted Premier Ruther- 
ford’s resignation and appointed 
A. L. Sifton, Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, premier in his 
stead, and then at once prorogued 
the House to some time in the 
fall. By this means it was abso- 
lutely impossible for any party to 
get in a vote of want of confidence 
or anything else. The whele busi- 
ness was apiece of high-handed 
injustice. The people and the 
members they sent to represent 
them were completely ignored. 
Tne Edmonton Journal, in speak- 
ing on the matter, says: 

‘In all history there are only 
two precedents for such high- 
handed action. Lieutenant- 
Governor McInnis dismissed a 
government and appointed a pre- 
mier, in British Columbia, and by 
s0 doing condemned himself to 
obscurity for the balance of his 
daya. Oliver Cromwell dismissed 
a government, but he did it back- 
ed by a retinue of soldiers, and 
Cromwell's action stood because 
he had the power to make it 
stand. 

“‘The obvious conclusion is that 
Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea be+ 
lieves he has the power to. force 
the people of the province of 
Alberta to accept his will. 

“This forse could only be 
promised from one source— 
Ottawa.” 


In the light of the crooked deal- 
ings of the Liberal government 
lately the people would, without 
doubt, at least refurn a strong 
opposition to watch the interests 
vf Alberta if they were appealed 
to. The Governor by his action 
deprives the people of this privi- 
lege and it is up to the Opposition 
to ask Lieutenant-Governor Bul- 
yea by what right he acted as he 
did. The people have a right to 
know. 


THE ACCESSION OATH. |, 

A good deal of discussion. has 
been aroused over the accession 
oath and the Pope has addressed 
a iefter to King George V. of 
England requesting modification 
of the same by the elimination of 
of certain words which he claims 
are offensive to Roman Catholics. 

Let us look at this declaration 
in the light of comparison with 
Roman Catholic oaths. For this 
purpose we publish a Bishop’s 
oath in the province of Quebco 
and the oath which Princess Ena, 
a Protestant princess, was obliged 
to take before she could be wed- 
ded to the King of Spain. 

A religious body which claims 
the right to depose heretical 
kings and to characterize their 
governments illegal because they 
are without the affirmation of the 
Pope, must be dealt with as a 
oreign power. A religious 
authority which singles out the 
Church of England as a body of 
heretical usurpers should have 
nothing to expect from the de- 
fender cf the Protestant fsith. A 
religious power which declares 
members of the Church of Eng- 
land to be damned until they 
forsake the same, has not the 
clean hands with which to ap- 
proach the tribunal of the Imper- 
ial Parliament. Great Britain is 
the bulwark of Protestantism and 
as such, should not make any 
change in the oath without a 
great deal of consideration. Car- 
dinal Manning said, “It is for 
you, Right Reverend Brothers, 
to bend, to break, to subjugate 
this Imperial race, for Protestant- 
ism destroyed in Britain is des- 
troyed throughout the world.”’

Rome. I do further declare the 
doctrine of the Church of Eng-

the same. I do further declare 
that I will help, assist:and advise 
all or any’of his Holiness’ agents 


in England, Scotland and Ireland 
or-in any other territory or king- 
dom, aed shall come to and do 
my utmost to extirpate the heret- 
ical Protestant doctrine and to 
destroy all their pretended power, 
legal or otherwise.’’

Mr. Van Slyke, the inventor, 
was a homesteader in the Red 
Deer district and-worked out his 
plan from his experience on his 
own farm. Being a mechanic, he 
made several plows for himself 
and hie neighbors, which worked 
so satisfactorily that he conceiv- 
ed the idea of starting a factory 
in Red Deer. He holds patents 
covering Canada, United States, 
Argentine and most of Europe. 
The company has now orders 
sufficient to take its complete out- 
put for the next three months, 
with day and night shifts, and 
will in a short time commence the 
erection of a large factory. 

The Red Deer Foundry and 
Iron Works is another growing 
industry in the town, which is a 
great convenience to the farmers 
of the district. 

Cushing Bros. of Calgary have 
had a site of five acres reserved 
for the erection of a planing mill 
and sash and door factory, which 
will add one more to Red Deer’s 
manufacturing industries. 


RED DEER AS A PLACE OF RESIDENCE 


Asa place of residence with 
beautiful natural surroundings, 
the town of Red Deer is unsur- 
passed by any place in the prov- 
ince of Alberta and nature has 
been indeed kind to the town in 
that respect. When I visited the 
town last year I wrote of it in the 
following terms: ‘‘With the big 
river in the foreground, finely 
wooded hills covered with spruce, 
poplar and cottonwood trees, at 
the base of which meanders the 
serpentine purling Waskasoo 
Creek, thé valley presents one of 
the most ideal .and romantic 
scenes that can be imagined, 
Lovely homes, set in shady 
groves,with well kept lawns and 
grounds, greet the eye and can- 
not fail to inspire a love of the 
beautiful in old and young, The 
shaded arbors, delightful walks, 
the scent of the spruce, the balm 
and the innumerable varieties of 
wild flowers make it one of the 
loveliest retreats for early spring 
and summer enjoyment.”’ 

Seen today, although about a 
month earlier in the season, the 
same sentiments are aroused as 
when I visited the town last June. 

It appears to have been the 
idea of the pioneers of Red Deer 
to erect beautiful homes and to 
utilize tothe greatest advantage 
the beautiful natural environ- 
ments of the townsite. Asa re- 
sult Red Deer is a town of beauti- 
ful homes, which would do credit 
to cities many times its size. Not 
only is this true of the town but 
the residences and farm build- 
ings of the surrounding country 
give evidence of refined taste and 
prosperity. 

In addition to its natural 
attractions as a place of resi- 
dence, Red Deer’s advantages in 
other ways make it a very desir- 
able place of residence. Its edu- 
cational advantages are unsur- 
passed by any place in the prov- 
ince. The Red Deer public and 
high schools are models in the 
way of architectural beauty of 
construction, equipment and the 
high standard of ability of its 
teaching staff. The churches of 
Red Deer would do credit to the 
largest cities in Western Canada, 
‘and are conducted along the 
most modern lines of institutional 
church work in which provision 
is made not only for the religious 
side of human nature but for the 
development of the social side as 
well. Asa result, the social and 
moral tone of the town is of a 
high order. 

As aplace where men of limited 
means or men who are working 
for salaries can establish comfort- 
able homes,in the midst of pleas- 
ant surroundings and with the 


of the great influence its con- 
struction is bound to have on the 
immediate future prosperity of 
Red Deer, and the country tribu- 
tary to it; especially to the weat. 
CANADIAN NORTHERN PROJECTS. 


In. all this railway activity that 
will be-going’on around Red Deer 
the Canadian Northern will, 
without doubt, have a share. The 
trial survey. for a short line from 
Calgary to Strathcona was made 
last fall, and passes through Red 
Deer townsite, crossing the river 
near the mouth of Waskasoo 
Creek-and skirting the hills on 
the east side of the town. While 
nothing definite is known as to 
when.this line will be built, the 
fact that the company is spending 
s0 much money on surveys is 
evidence of its intentions in regard 
to the line. -The bonds of the C. 
N.R. fora line east and west of 
Red Deer to its Vogreville-to- 
Calgary branch on the east and 
25 miles west to Medicine river, 
have been guaranteed by the 
provincial government. It is also 
stated that.a line is profected 
from the crossinz of the Red Deer 
river of the Goose Lake branch 
of the CN.R. to the Yellowhead 
pass, which if built must pass 
through the town of Red Deer. 

Although the G.T.P. has so far 
made no move in the direction of 
getting intu the country west of 
the C. & E., it is not at all likely 
that it will allow its big rivals to 
monopolize the trade of that large 
rich area. 


OTHER ADVANTAGES OF-RED DEER. 


‘So much for Red Deer’s rail- 
way prospects. While these are 
sufficient to justify the hopes of 
its citizens in the future of the 
town, thereare many other ad- 
vantages on which these hopes 
are founded, some of which are 
largely dependent on railway de- 
velopment. 

Red Deer has special advan- 
tages for manufacturing pur- 
poses, the essentials for which 
are cheap power,-an abundant 
supply of raw material and good 
water. In addition to immense 
areag of steam coal to the weat, 
which will be developed just as 
soon as that country is supplied 
with railway facilities, cheap 
water power can be developed at 
the Canyon of the Red Deer river, 
eight miles east of the town, 
where the river narrows between 
almost perpendicular rocky banks 
which afford unique advantages| 
for developing an immense water 
power. <A considerable start has 


lishing manufacturing industries, 
all of which, although compara- 
‘tively in their infancy, give great 
promise of developing into enter- 
prises of vonsiderable magnitude. 


INDUSTRIES ESTABLISHED. 


The Great West Lumber Co. is 
Red Deer’s oldest and largest 
manufacturing industry aud has 
been in successful operation for 
the past five years and this 
season intends to manufacture 
upwards of 8,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber. It employs on an average 
the entire year 125. men in its 
timber limits and ‘in its saw mills. 
The limits are located in the foot- 
hills and in the mountains, and 
the logs are floated down the 
river to the mill at Red Deer, 
where the company has put in 
extensive facilities for storing the 
logs brought down during the 
high water season. The company 
has enough timber in its own 
limits to keep its Red Deer mill 
in operation for many years to 
come, ~ 

In addition to the Great West, 
there are three other saw mill 
outfits in operation in the dis- 
trict, which draw their supplies 
from Red Deer and ship their 
surplus output from this point. 
There are immense areas of tim- 
ber lands west of and in the 
vicinity of Rocky Mountain House 
only awaiting railway facilities to 
be developed into a source of 
great wealth.
